Objections under 37 CFR l,83fa^

Rejections under 35 U.S.C, S 112 

Claims 1, 10 and 12 were rejected by the Examiner imder 35 U.S.C. §112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite and failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which Applicants regard as the invention. Applicants amend Claims 1, 2, 8, 
10-12, and 15 to overcome these rejections and respectfully request full allowance of Claims 
1, 2, 8, 10-12, and 15 as amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants appreciate Examiner's consideration and indication that Claims 2-7, 9, 13, 
14, and 16-20 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicants amend Claims 1, 2, 8, 
10-12, and 15 to overcome these rejections and, thus, believes that all pending claims are now 
allowable.
